Big Help 


Additional funds from several 
sources increased the budget of the 
Yorba Linda School District by 
almost $120,000 to a figure of 
$3,519,627 and allowed for some 
programs and projects to be restored 
to the list of expenditures. 

Deputy Superintendent J. Elton 
Patridge detailed the income and the 
items on which the Board of 
Trustees acted to finalize the 
Publication Budget. 

The greatest number of dollars 
came from a $37 per pupil increase 
in average daily attendance (ADA) 
for a projected 2,535 pupils in the 
district's five schools in the 1976-77 
school year. This totaled $93,795. 

An additional $5,906 went into the 
ending balance which became the

Help to Schools 


The assumption made in the Star

The program for blacktopping and 
water asphalt on_ play- 
grounds at schools was doubled 
from $8,000 to =$16,000. — In 
anticipation cf district growth, 
$14,000 was set aside for an 
additional teacher's salary. 

The Nixon, Rose Drive and Paine 
Schools will be painted inside and 
outside with $8,000 being spent on 
paint. The work will be done by 
CETA employees whom the district 
will have until at least January 1, 
1977 and who are salaried by the 
federal government. 

Concluding the distribution of the 
extra funds the board placed $14,000 
in the contingency emergency 
account.

A massacre, unparalled in Orange 
County history left nine persons 
dead or dying in an early morning 
shooting rampage which disturbed 
the usually austere quiet of the 
library on the campus at California 
State University Fullerton. 

The victims, all employees of the 
university, in a variety of capacities 
were seven dead and two in stable 
condition Tuesday after being listed 
as extremely critical. 

In custody of Fullerton police and 
booked on suspicion of murder was 
Edward Charles Allaway, 37 a 
library custodian at the university. 
Allaway was reportedly apprehend- 
ed five miles away from the scene at 
the Hilton Inn on Raymond Avenue, 
Fullerton, after he called police and 
told them to come and pick him up. 

Fullerton police authorities were 
offering few details on the shooting, 


which was thought to have been 
enacted with a 22 gauge rifle 
reportedly found later in the rear 
seat of the suspect’s automobile. 

Bodies of the dead and dying were 
found on the ground level of the 
library, where Allaway had worked 
for more than a year as a custodian. 
the basement section and two 
outside, who had managed to 
extricate themselves from the 
terror. Both of those victims died 
later at St. Jude Hospital in 
Fullerton.

Nixon Golf Date 


Stroke, Publicity 
Cancel YL Visit 


Excitement swept this city last 
Thursday morning when radio and 
television news announcements 
revealed that former President 
Richard Nixon, a Yorba Linda 
native, would be playing golf and 
speaking at a dinner on Monday, 
July 12. 

Nixon had been invited by 
Congressman Charles Wiggins to 
play in his annual fund raising golf 
tournament at the Yorba Linda 
Country Club and then to speak at 
the awards dinner that evening. 

The event is held by Wiggins each 
year to raise funds for his next 
election campaign. The 39th District 
Republican jwas one of the 
ex-president’s staunchest support- 
ers during the course of events that 
led to Nixon's resignation from 
office. 


Wiggins gained nationwide atten- 
tion during the debate by a 
Congressional committee on the 
possible impeachment of Nixon. 


It was reported that one television 
program even displayed an area 
map explaining how to get to Yorba 
Linda. 

A call by the Star to Wiggins’ 
district office revealed that person- 
nel was being besieged with 
inquiries by the news media and 
others about the pending visit. 

The call also revealed that it was 
not supposed to be publicized and, 


due to the publicity, would very 


likely not occur. 

This became a certainty later in 
the day when radio and television 
bulletins and subsequent news 
announcements told about the 
stroke suffered by Mrs. Nixon. A 
Friday call to the Wiggins office 
confirmed that the projected Yorba 
Linda appearance was cancelled.

Call to Action 


To The Editor: 

The Senate has acted responsibly 
on both lobby disclosure and 
financial disclosure -- it passed S. 
2477, a strong lobby disclosure bill, 
on June 15 and is expected to pass 
the comprehensive financial dis- 
closure provisions of S. 495, the 
Watergate Reform Bill, immediately 
after returning from the Fourth of 
July recess. 

(The Senate has passed financial 
disclosure legislation three times in 
the last four years only to see it die 
each time due to some failure of the 
House to take similar action.) 

In. the House of representa- 
tives, both lobby and_ financial 
disclosure bills are stalled in the 
Judiciary Committee, chaired by 
Rep. Peter Rodino. (Congressman 
Charles Wiggins is a member of the 
Judiciary Committee). 

Both bills have substantial 
co-sponsorship--165 for lobby dis- 
closure and 168 for financial 
disclosure -- and both have been 
pending before the Judiciary 
Committee for 17 months. 

The issue in this election year is 
whether the reforms that so many 
candidates pledged themselves to in 
1974 as a result of Watergate will 
become law in 1976. 


The responsibility to make these 
reforms a reality falls on the House 
of Representatives. The House has 
had two years to act on these bills 
but has delayed until there are now 
less than SO working days left in the 
94th Congress with no action yet 
taken on either bill. 


With less than SO working days 
left in this session of Congress, Rep. 
Charles Wiggins should take a 
leadership role by urging Rep. Peter 
Rodino to do what is necessary to 
insure that the two bills are promptly 
reported by the Judiciary Commit- 
tee and brought to the floor of the 
house. 

I urge Congressman Wiggins’ 
constituents in the 39th Congres- 
sional District to call his office,

Employees at the university 
report that the assailant, carrying 
the rifle entered the library 
basement through the instructional 
media center where the slaughter 
began. Some individuals reported 
that they were passed by the 
gunman as others were fatally 
wounded in the barrage of shots. 


Conjecture was that marital 
problems may have been involved in 
the unprecedented shootings. Alla- 
way, reportedly left the campus and 
drove to the Hilton Inn, where his 
estranged wife is employed as a 
catering waitress. The shootings 
had occurred just before 9 a.m. in 
the morning. 


Also on campus at the time, which 
may have been responsible for an 
unprecedented number of press in 
the area including _ television 
cameras, was the advent of the Los 
Angeles Rams, who use the school 
grounds as a training camp. The 
Rams were initiating their training 
sessions on campus about a block 
away. 


‘*The whole campus is in shock,”’ 
on employee stated, ‘‘It is ‘hard to 
comprehend anything like this 
happening here. We still can’t 
believe it.’ 

Dr. Donald Shield, president of 
the university, has issued a 
statement deploring ‘‘the senseless 
tragedy'’ and expressing extreme 
grief for those slain and condolences 
to the families of the victims.

Conflict of Interest Code 


Pursuant to the Political Reform 
Act of 1974, the Yorba Linda School 
District is about to commencethe 
drafting of conflict of interest codes 
governing the conduct of district 
officials, employees, and consult- 
ants with respect to their financial 
interests. 

The District invites the views of 
above-enumerated individuals as 
well as those of residents of the 
District. Contact the office of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

Upon receipt of a proposed code 
from a school district, the Board of 
Supervisors must, within 90 days, 
(a) approve it, (b) revise it and 
approve it as revised, or (c) return it 
to the school district for revision and 
resubmission within 60 days. 
$87303. If the latter procedure is 
implemented, the revised code must 
either be approved, or revised by the 
Board of Supervisors and approved 
as revised. $87303 (c). 

Since the first disclosure state- 
ment by employees will be within 30 
days of the effective date of 
approval, we recommend that the 
effective date of each approved code 
be January 1, 1977. 

If, after six months from the 
deadline established by the Board of 
Supervisors, no code has_ been 
adopted for a particular school 
district, the Superior Court may 
prepare such a cade and order its 
adoption, upon the application of 
almost anyone, including a ‘‘resi- 
dent of the jurisdiction.’’ $8730S.

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA DOES ORDAIN AS 
FOLLOWS 


SECTION 1: Article II1, Sections 2-22 through 2-44 of the Code of the City of Yorba 
Linda establishing the office of City Administrator is hereby repealed 


SECTION 2: Article IIl, Sections 2-22 through 2-44 is hereby added to the Code of 
the City of Yorba Linda to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II!. City Manager 


Sec. 2-22. Office established 

The office of city manager is hereby established 

Sec. 2-23. Appointment: term of office; qualifications 

The city manager shal! be appointed by majority vote of the city council and shali 
hold office for and during the pleasure of the city council. He shall be chosen by the 
city council solely on the basis of his executive and administrative qualification, with 
special reference to his actual experience in or his knowledge of accepted practice in 
respect to the duties of his office hereinafter set forth. He need not be a resident of 
the city. No councilman shall receive such appointment during the term for which he 
shall have been elected nor within one year after the expiration of his term 

Sec. 2-24. Manager pro tempore. 

The city manager shall appoint, subject to the approval of the city council, one of 
the other officers or department heads of the city to serve as manager pro tempore 
during any temporary absence or disability of the city manager. In case of absence 
or disability of the city manager and his failure to so appoint a manager pro tempore, 
the city council may designate some qualified city employee to perform the duties of 
the city manager during the period of absence or disability of the city manager 

Sec. 2-25. Compensation 

The city manager shall receive such compensation as the city council shall from 
time to time determine and fix by resolution 

The city manager shall be reimbursed for all sums necessarily incurred or paid by 
him in the performance of his duties or incurred when traveling on business 
pertaining to the city under direction of the city council. Reimbursement shall only 
be made, however, when a verified itemized claim, setting forth the sums expended 
for such business for which reimbursement is requested has been presented to the 
city council for approval and has been so approved 

Sec. 2-26. Powers and duties generally 

The city manager shall be the administrative head of the government of the city 
under the direction and control of the city council, except as otherwise provided in 
this article. He shall be responsible for the efficient administration of all the affairs 
of the city which are under his control. In addition to his general powers as 
administrative head, and not as a limitation thereon, he shall have the duties and 
powers set forth in the following sections of this article 

Sec. 2-27. Law enforcement 

The city manager shall enforce all laws and ordinances of the city and assure the 
proper performance of all franchises, contracts, permits, licenses and privileges 
granted by the city council 

Section 2-28. Authority over employees 

The city manager shall supervise and direct all officers, heads of departments and 
subordinate officers and employees of the city; provided, that he shall have no 
authority over the city attorney, city treasurer and city clerk 

Sec. 2-29. Power of appointment 

The city manager shall appoint, remove, promote and demote any city officer or 
employee, except the city attorney, city treasurer and city clerk 

Sec. 2-30. Reorganization of offices 

The city manager may consolidate, combine or reorganize departments, offices, 
positions or units under his supervision as may be indicated in the interest of 
efficient, effective and economical conduct of the city’s business. With the approval 
of the city council, the city manager may be the head of one or more departments 

Sec. 2-31. Recommendation of ordinances, etc 

The city manager shall recommend to the city council for adoption such measures 
and ordinances as he deems necessary or expedient 

Sec. 2-32. Attendance at council meetings 

The city manager shall attend all meetings of the city council, unless excused 
therefrom, except when his removal is under consideration 

Sec. 2-33. Financial reports 

The city manager shall advise the city council of the financial condition and 
requirements of the city 

Sec. 2-34 Budget 

The city manager shall prepare and submit the annual budget to the city council 
and be responsible for its administration after adoption 

Sec. 2-35. Purchasing 

The city manager shal! purchase ali materials, supplies, services and equipment 
for which funds are provided in the budget. No purchase shall be made, contract let 
or obligation for any item or service which exceeds the current budget appropriation 
without a supplemental appropriation by the city council. No expenditures shall be 
submitted or recommended to the city council except on report and approval of the 
city manager, provided, that the provisions of this section with respect to the actual 
purchase of supplies shall not apply to purchases made when required under a 
sealed bid presented to the city council. He shall advise the city council on the 
advantages or disadvantages of contract and bid proposals 

Sec 2-36 Investigations 

The city manager shall investigate the operation and performance of the city and 
any department, or division thereot. He shall investigate all complaints concerning 
the administration of the city government, the service maintained by public utilities 
in the city and the franchises, permits or privileges granted by the city 

Sec 2-37. Public buildings 

The city manager shall exercise general supervision over all public buildings 
public parks and other public property under the control and jurisdiction of the city 
council 

Sec. 2-38 Hours of employment 

The city manager shall devote his entire time to the discharge of his official 
duties 

Sec 2-39 Committee, board, etc , meetings 

The city manager may attend all meetings of the commission, boards or 
committees created by the city counc:!, upon his own volition or upon direction of *he 
city council. At such meetings which the city manager attends, he shall be heard by 
such commissions, boards or committees as to all matters upon which he wishes to 
address the members thereof. He may inform the members as to the status of any 
matter being considered by the city council, and he shall cooperate with the 
members of all commissions boards or committees appointed by the city council 

Sec 2-40 Additional duties 

The city manager shall perform such other duties and exercise such other powers 
as may be delegated to him from time to time by ordinance or resolution or other 
action of the city council 

Sec 2-41 Council-manager relations 

Neither the city council nor any member thereof shall give orders to any 
subordinates of the city manager The city manager shall take his orders and 
instructions from the city council only when sitting in a duly held meeting of the city 
council, and no individual councilman shall give any orders or instructions to the city 
manager. provided. that nothing herein set forth shall be construed to prevent any 
councilman from discussing matters of the city with the city manager 

Sec 2-42. Departmental cooperation 

\t shall be the duty of all subordinate officers and city clerk, city treasurer and city 
attorney to assist the city manager in administering the affairs of the city efficiently, 
economically and harmoniously so far as may be consistent with their duties as 
prescribed by law and ordinance of the city 

Sec 2-43 Removal from office 

The city counci! may, for cause, remove the city Manager upon a three member 
vote at aregular meeting, which shall not be effective, however, until at least sixty 
days following the city council's action If requested, the city council shall grant him 
a public hearing within such sixty-day period. During the interim, the city counci! 
may suspend the city manager from duty, but shall continue his salary 

Notwithstanding any other provision to the contrary, the city manager shall not be 
removed trom office during or within a period of one hundred eighty days next 
succeeding any general municipal election at which election a member of the city 
council's elected The intent of this provision is to allow any newly elected member 
of the city council or a reorganized city counci! to observe the actions and ability of 
the city manager in the pertormance of the powers and duties of his office. After the 
expiration of such one hundred eighty day period aforementioned, the provisions of 
the preceding paragraph as to the removal of the city manager shall apply and be 
etfective 

Sec. 2-44 Authority to award contracts and make purchases in emergencies 

In case of accident, disaster or other circumstances creating a public emergency, 
the city manager may award contracts and make purchases for the purpose of 
meeting such emergency. He shall file promptly with the city council a certificate 
showing such emergency and the necessity for such action, together with an 
itemized account of all expenditures 
SECTION 3. Reference to the term ‘‘City Administrator’’ throughout the Code of 
the City of Yorba Linda is hereby amended to read ‘‘City Manager
